District No..1. 


Two terms taught by Miss Mary E. Nutting. Length of sum- 
mer 10 weeks; wages of teacher per month, including board, $21. 
Whole number of pupils 15; average 13. Number attending to 

Reading and Spelling 15; Penmanship 7; Arithmetic 8; Geogra- 
phy 7. 

Length of fall term 12 weeks; wages of teacher per month 
and board $22. Whole of scholars 17; average 15. Number at- 
tending to Reading and Spelling 17; Penmanship 10; Arithmetic 
15; Geography 7; Grammar 2. Miss Nutting is avery success- 
ful teacher. At the final examination, it was very evident that 
the scholars had been interested, had studied with diligence and 
had been favored with thorough and systematic instruction. 


District No. 2. 


There were two terms of eleven and thirteen weeks, respective- 
ly; both under the instruction of Miss Elmira C. Cox. Wages of 
teacher per month including board, first term $18.; second term 
$20.

Miss Willoughby is an able, faithful, and conscientious teacher 
and never fails of success. 


District No. 5. 


Miss Julia E. True taught two terms of school in this dis- 
trict. Length of summer term 8 weeks; wages of teacher in- 
cluding board, $17.60 per month. Whole number of scholars 12; 
average 8. Number attending to Reading 12; Spelling 11; Pen- 
manship 10; Arithmetic 9; Geography 6; Grammar 2; Compo- 
sition 6; Drawing 3. 

Length of fall term 7 weeks; wages of teacher including board 
$17.60: whole number of scholars 8, average 4. Number attend- 
ing to Reading and Spelling 8; Penmanship 7; Arithmetic 6; Geo- 
grapby 4; Grammar 1; Composition 3. 

The teacher was faithful to her duties and good improvement 
was made in all the branches taught. 


District No. 6. 


One term taught by Miss Julia E. True. Length of term 11 
weeks; wages of teacher per mouth including board $24. Whole 
number of scholars 8; average 5. Number attending to Reading 
and Spelling 8; Penmanship 7; Arithmetic 7; Geography 3; 
Grammar 2; History 1; Composition 3; Book-keeping 1; Alge- 
bra 1. 

The improvement in this school was remarkably good, both 
teacher and scholars doing their best to make it a pleggent and 
profitable term. 
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District No. 7. 


Two terms taught by Hosea Canney. Length of summer term 
7 weeks; wages of teacher including board $16 per month. Whole 
number of pupils 14; average 13. Number attending to Reading 
and Spelling 14; Penmanship 10; Arithmetic 12; Geography 7; 
Grammar 3. 

Length of fall term 11 2-5 weeks; wages of teacher per month 
$16. Whole number of scholars 11; average7. Number attend- 
to Reading and Spelling 11; Penmanship7: Arithmetic 10; Geo- 
graphy 5; Grammar 2. 

This was Mr. Canney’s first attempt at teaching, in which he 
was very successful. Good order was maintained and the 
scholars made good improvement. 


District No. 8.

Grammar 4; Composition 4; History 2. 

Second term taught by Miss C. Josie Huckings; length of term 
10 weeks; wages of teacher including board $21. Whole number 
of pupils 20; average 17. Number attending to Reading and 
Spelling 20; Penmanship 16; Arithmetic 16; Geography 13; 
Grammar 2. 

At the closing examination, all of the pupils showed by their 
promptness and accuracy in recitation, that they had made a good 
use of their time, while their deportinent was highly commen- 
dable.

REMARKS. 


While we have reason to be pleased with the general efficiency 
of our schools for the past year, there is still room for improve- 
ment in many respects. 

In districts Nos. 1 and 9 the board of the teacher was given by 
the parents, thus lengthening the terms of school; an example 
which might be followed by other districts with a small amount 
of school money, to good advantage. The school-house in district 
No. 1, has also been supplied with wall-maps which add much to 
the iuterest of the school. Why cannot other schools have the 
benefit of a similar supply? One writer says: ‘Its the princi- 
ple business of this generation, to rear and educate the next,” and 
it seems to us that no true friend of the young, will hesitate to 
make some sacrifice for what is clearly a benefit to them. Some 
of our school-houses ought to bein a better condition; it wonld be 
impossible for them to be less attractive than they are now. 

There is no denying the need of more well-trained teachers; by 
which we do not mean teachers who are trained intellectually 
merely, but trained to teach, to communicate the knowledge they 
possess to others. 

There should be a devotion to the work; a sympathy with the 
young mind, and willingness to put forth strong efforts for the 
mental and moral improvement of these entrusted to their care. 
Onr schools ought to advance from year to year; and for this end 
all good citizens should feel and manifest a sincere interest in 
their welfare.
